Othorwiae it spends money which belongs 
ta somebody clse. As long as wo havo 
monoy of our own to apend wo aro careful 
in spending it; bat if wo have an un- 
limited supply of monoy of another person, 
or if ag agon as the limited supply is over 
wo can go to the other person and say wo 
are in debt and you must pay, tho samo 
amount of caution is not adopt: Vhere- 
fore it seems to me that if wo give toa 
Board of this description tho powor t 

spond wo muat also give-to it tha power te 
raiso money from the tax-payers according 
to the amounts that nmiay be onecessary, 
Another point in connection with this 
memorant qm is theaquestion of Gaol ox~ 
tension. is ig a question that has been 
going on ever since the year 1876, that is 
16 years ago. A committco was then ap- 
pointed to consider the whole question, 
and its report was sent to the Seoretary of 
State. long correspondence then en- 
aned between the Secretary of State and the 
thon Governor, Sir John Popa Hennessy. 
3t wos distinotly decided about that period 
that a new gagh should bo built at Btone- 
cutters’ Island. The military authorities 
however objected to that course and for the 
time boing the scheme was abandoned. 
The question came again under the con- 
sidoration of the Secretary of State in 1883 
when SirGeorge Bowen was Governor, He 
Tequestad the Secretary of State in conso- 
quence of the large amount of ptiblic worka 
-then ‘going on to.allow the question of gaol 
extension to be postponed, The Secretary 


of State consented to this being done on the’ 


distinct understanding that the question 
was nut to be indefinitely postponed. | In 
1886 o commission was nppeinted to con- 
sider thé question’ of insufficient accom- 
modation in the Gaol, This conmission 
very strongly recommended. what had been 
already recommended by. the Secretary of 
State, that the Gaol should be extended.

[Co may inform the 
Cuuncil thot ilere ‘are three alternative 
prepoaals, One is lo build an entiroly now 
Saks the secoud is to build a new. block, 
nnd the third is to extend tha present pre- 
mises. I pointed cut ta the Svoretary of

ing-of anew gaol, and Twas not in favour 
of budding n pow black because to orect 
nw new block’ is to practically oreot ao new 
gaol ;" and if you ercetsa new block .a 
second staff ig required the cost of which 
would be considerable. In conclusion I 
cwonld remark that something: will havo to 
ho dono, and that beforo-very Jong, to pro- 
vide eoine fucthor accuinmodation. Imy- 
avlf have visited thv,Gaol on several ‘occa- 
iona within tho last two months,’ I find 
ccording iv. the Gaul regulations there 
shvuld bo gpecial accommodation for first 
Class misdemeananls, for prssonéra awaiting 
trinl, for debtura, and for women. — Thers 
isnonpecial necommodation for firat clase mis- 
-demo-nants-nor for prisonera-awaiting trial. 
Wouen are imprisoned. ina houae biced for 
the occasion-and deblura are not impriaoned 
in such o way ita they should be. A debtor is 
notacriminal, He is merely sent to Gaol 
for continement because he daes nut pay bis 
d-bis, hereforo we ought to treat 
him with every respect and give him 
covery comfort consistent with the position 
ke holds, An important question is con- 
nected with this matter—whether impri- 
gonment for dubt is or is not deairablo, 
My own opinion is that it is not desirable. 
I think that in most colonics tho couraa 
that has beon adopted in England ia fol- 
lowed-—not to imprison a man morely 
Decause ho is unable to pay his debts; but 
if you prove ho hus tho meana to pay and 
will not pay, or that bo hae contracted the 
debt without reasonable prospvot of paying, 
to prosecute him for a fraudulent act and 
get him punished. Confining him merely 
because ha deca not pay his debts scome 
to ine to bo contrary to the views of the 
presont time, I havo inquired into this 
matter, and Tam informed by those who 
have considerable experiance in this Colony 
that it mizht bo undesizable to interfere 
with this systom; and therefore if it is 
to bo continued it is necessary that such 
reasonable accommodution os debtors should 
have should be provided. There is a still 
moro important matter in connection with 
the present gaol and that is the limited 
number of cubic feet that is allowed to 
prisoners. I asked the Acting Superin- 
tendunt of tho Gnol tho other day to 
give moe soma Feturn. on the question, 
and I find thot in 7 cells the number of 
prisoners on the Gth Decembor was 8, 
wheroas the proper number should be only 
$3. This is totully contrary to the provisions 
| of tho Health Ordinance and the Superin- 
| tendont of the Gaol in allowing such a state 
| of things could legally speaking be prusecut- 
ed, It may bo that Chinese do not abject 
to this overcrowding, bat wa arc not 80 
much concerned with what the Chinese 
i like as with the carrying out of the pro- 
| yisiun of our law. I have mado these re- 
marks in order to show the Council that 
I did not submit tho vote for the 
Gaol without having given the matter 
the fullest conaideration, I understand the 
yenson that iho unafticial members have 
not considered it proper.to maiutain this 
voto in tho estimates is because they very 
properly say ‘Wo do not know whether a 
new gaol is to bo builtor whether the gaol 
is to be extended and we have not: had tho 
plans for tho now gaol or for the exten- 
sion before us.’ With regard to the 
plans, it would scarcely have been uae- 
ful to havo laid plans befsro the Council 
until I wos ncqusinted with the view 
taken by the ‘Secretary of Stato; 
but ho has been furnished with cor. 
tain particulars in regard to tho dif- 
ferent schema, and when he has oxpressed 
an opinion sa to which schome is to be 
followed it will bo possible to luy tho plans 
and particulars before the Couneil. I do 
think that there are a great many im- 
prisoned in tho Gasol who should not be 
confined thore, and if it were possible to 
yet rid of these prisonora it would loave 
very much vacant spscein tha Gaol and 
reliove the Colony of those who certainly. 
aheuld nevor be in it. I drew the atten- 
tion of the Secretary of State to thia aubject 
when I wrote to him a short time 
ago. I received’ a despatch by last 
mail stating that the queation Was one 
that would require serious conaideration 
and, he hoped that on the retukp of the 
Goveranr the matter would -be‘¢arcfully 


studied. It is quity foasiblé’ to send 
risoners away fromthe Qolony, but the 
vully is to keep’ them. away. A 
prisoner is banished to-day. He goea to 
Canton or tv Chinese Kowloon and he 
comes back in a fow days and he is senten- 
ced to imprisonment. Tha difficulty is to 
keop such prisoners from coming back. 
shall consider the matter to the best of my 
ability and confer with the Goversor on 
hia return,’ and I have no doubt when 
thia question is duly considered, and when 
tho Seoretary of State's decision is 
obtained the Council will be prepared 
to vote any reasonable sum that may be 
required in connection with this matter. 
That there has beon o very considerable 
increaso of expenditara I quite.admit, The 
expenditure of this Colony in regard to 
public works has of late years incroased. 
it is increasing and it should be watched 
with very groat csre, But I think it is 
also our duty to. bear in mind what the 
Surveyor (ioneral says in his report of the 
14th August. He shows that of the public 
works includedin the ostimatos amountingin 
cost to $1,880,000, there vere reomuterative 
works.to the amount of $1,319,000, nearly 
two-thirds of the total estimate. . And there 
are ony or two remunerative works besides 
those montioned by the Surveyor General. 
The Council will remember that some few 
tonthsa oo they were asked to vote the 
sun of, $6000 for improving the Chinese 
Recreation Ground. I visited the Ohincae 
Recraation Ground shortly after T-assumed 
the administration of the Government, and 
I must say that st that time the placo.was 
in ws -most. disgraceful .ptate,. mora: a 
resort for thieves and blackguards than 
anything ‘else. E .asked-. the Council 
to vote this money. which “they agresd to 
do, 1am glad tessy that the result of the 
expenditure: which has been incurred has 
been: very successful. In. company with 
the. Acting . Registrar” Gonoral,. who ‘has 
taken a great deal of -trouble and wha 
deserres overy credit for what he has 
done, I visited the place a “few dsys 
ago, Iwas very glad to observe en ‘en- 
ormous improvement. zince I last -vitited 
the place inthe month. of April ‘last, 
Apart from that I wish to. mention +o. 
the Council that the” present revenue 
derived. from ‘the letting of . the stalls 
is over. 81,800 a year; aud therefore: pre- 
suming this-amount- will be continued the 
debt will paid off in fouryaara. A great 
many’of the stalls are not yet let,and the 
obability isc that this amount will be 
increased and: that the debt’ will ‘very. 
ingetly be paid ‘off; perhaps in ‘less than 
thies years.. At all events a great impreve-

for the Namoa pirates, 

His Excellancy— I may as woll state -now 
the facta’ in so fur as I am concerned At 
10 o'clock on tho morning of the 11th, Com- 
modore Church came to see me and inform. 
ed mo of what had taken place. At that 
time Thad received no official report from 
any ono, nor hat tho matter in any way been 
officially brought to my notice. Commodore 
Church told mo what had been related to 
him, nnd 1 then suggested that it 
might be desirable to send a gunboat. 
He expressed his willingness to doso, I 
(oid him that bofere sending a gunboat it 
might be well if I could see Me McLeavy 
Brown, who probably knew well the locality 
and might givo some valuable. information 
in regard to what might-be done, I 
immediately sent fur Mr McLeavy Brown 
and he was good enough to come with- 
in half an hour, I then told) bim what 


Commodore Church had mentioned, 
which- fact had of course previously 
come to hia knowledge. Bo agreed with 
me that it would bo desirablo for a gun- 
boat to go out, and he stated that he would 
ask Captnin .Stowart to accompany the 
ganbont if such was agreeable to the Com. 
modore. Captain Stewart is Captain of 
tho Kaipan. I then wroto a note to the 
Cummodore, I did not-wish this matter 
to bo kept over for official correspondence, 
so I wrotea note telling him I bad seen 
Mr McLeavy Brown and that ho would 
request ‘Captain, Stawart to communicate 
with bin in order that he might go with 
the gunboat if such ware considered desi- 
rable.” This was about 1lo’clock, During 
the course of the afternoon I recvived an 
oficial letter from Commodore Church in- 
forming, mo that the Linnei would 
leave carly next morning. I. did 
not, it is. trav, consider it necessary 
to yquest Commodore Church to send the 
Linnct at any particular titne, . I considor- 
ed that that.was a matter for the Naval, 
authorities ; and if L amto:blanie a auy 
extent it is for not.reqtfesting the ‘Noval 
authorities that the ZLinact should go out 
at any particular time, That did oot strike 
me us pact of my duty. I thought that to 
request s gunboat for a particular hour was 
rather o matter for tho Nuvat suthoritics, 
Why the Linneidid not gountilthe following 
morning I canuot take upon myself to say,’ 
but I believe the Commodoro’s imprvssion 
was that the particular object, in sending 
tho :unboat wus ratlier to obtain inform- 
ation than the idea at that period of being 
able -really to do anything © towards 
catching the pirates. It rust be horne 
in mind that the Namoa camo in at 
8 o'clock that morning and that what 
had taken place had taken place about 1 
o'clock the previous day, If any of the pi-
